In the Office Action dated September 28, 1998, the Examiner required restriction to one 
of the following under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

Claims 1-16, drawn to an electrochemical test device, classified in 
class 422, subclass 82.01; 

Claims 17-32, drawn to a method for measuring an analyte, 
classified in class 422, subclass 98; and 

Claims 33-51, drawn to a method of making an electrochemical 
test device, classified in class 427, subclass 468.
